THE IMPRACTICAL 
DIRIGIBLE. 


The board of inquiry investigating the Shenan- 
doah. disaster is attempting to fasten the blame 
upon some human agent. Commander Lansdowne 
bas been blamed. The officials of the navy depart- 
ment have been blamed—by no witness so appeal- 
ing as Mrs. Lansdowne, who disclosed her hus- 
band’s disapproval of the orders which sent him 
inland to fly over state and county fairs during the 
dangerous storm season. 

No one, however, has yet officially suggested 
what we, laymen though we are, believe is the 
underlying cause. It was not primarily Lans- 
'downe’s fault nor the fault of navy officials. The 
fault lay, we think, in building and flying a dirigible 
airship on this continent. 

Dirigibles are not the type of aircraft to be suc- 
cessful in North America, with its sudden and 
severe storms. We doubt whether they are a type 
to be successful even in Europe, with its less erratic 
barometer. 

If the Shenandoah could not make a daylight 
| flight over peaceful country fairs, what could the 
| navy expect of her in a wartime flight at night over 
| enemy bases spouting shrapnel? 

Germany’s Zeppelins were failures before and 
during the world war. During the war more than 
one hundred were destroyed. Storms and the 
enemy brought them down one after another. In 
the United States the series of dirigible disasters 
began with the explosion of the Akron in 1912 and 
continued through the crash of the blimp at Chi- 
cago and of the Roma at Hampton Roads. The 
navy’s ZR-2 fell at Hull, England. In 1923 the 
French Dixmude was lost over the Mediterranean. 

Quoting from the history of the Shenandoah her- 
self, the ship was torn loose from her moorings in 
January, 1924, barely escaping destruction, and was 
laid up for repairs for three months, And recalling 
three headlines of the sort that appeared frequently 
during the dirigible’s transcontinental tour: “ Shen- 
andoah Waits Eight Hours to Land”; “ Shenandoah 
at San Diego Awaits Better Weather ’’; and “ Alas- 
kan Storm Delays Giant Airship a Day.” 

The record is tragic enough to convince the most 
rabid airship enthusiast. Dirigibles have proved

CAUSES OF DEATH 
ARE LISTED BY 
HEALTH BUREAU 


The bureau of vital statistics of the 
health department, the object of which 
is to warn the public of impending 
danger in health matters, this week 
sets forth in the department's current 
bulletin a list of death causes in 1924. 


By studying the causes of death we 
safeguard life, the bulletin remarks. 
The wisdom of frequent physical ex- 
aminations, thus avoiding delay in the 
treatment of dangerous ailments, also 
is pointed out in this connection. 

Heart disease, leading all death 
causes in the order of frequency, 
claimed 6,617 victims last year in Chi- 
cago, the list reveals. Next in order 
of importance was nephritis, or kidney 
disease, also known as Bright's dlis- 
ease, of which 3,232 people died. Can- 
cer resulted in 3,177 deaths, pneumonia 
in 2,892, and 2,434 died of tuberculosis. 


Deaths caused by accidents num-| 
bered 2,050; by manslaughter, 509; and | 
Typhoid fever is placed | 


suicide, 443.

VAST SAVING IN 
PAPER BAGS. IS 
REVEALED BY U.S. 


WASHINGTON.—A short time ago, 


there were 62,000 sizes and styles of 
paper bags in use in American grocery 


stores. Today there are 4,700. Such a 
reduction seems unimportant, until the 
department of commerce explains that 
it means an annual saving of $600,000 
in paper stock. Think, then, of the 
saving being effected in milk bottles. 
There used to be forty-nine kinds. Now 
there are nine. Formerly there were 
twenty-nine varieties of caps for milk 
bottles. Today a single standardized 
cap is in use. And the 118 sizes and 
kinds of brick recently in use have 
been reduced to just three. 

In virtually every industry in the 
land this economical standardizing is 
now going on. Thus is being elimi- 
nated one important source. of Ameri- 
can waste.

NEW YORK.—In spite of the fact 
that the contifued betterment of 
health and living conditions in this

pectancy of longer and longer lives, 
the average American had his “ ex- 
pectancy of life’’ reduced from 58.01 


| years in 1921 to 57.32 years in 1923, or

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DEATH RATE OF 
NEGROES IN OHIO 
SHOWS BIG GAIN 


COLUMBUS, O.—An alarming in- 
crease tn the death rate of Negroes is 
shown in Ohio. In three years its 
Negro population increased only 8 per 
cent, while the death rate increased 30 
per cent. A colored man has thirty- 


| four chances to be murdered to a white 
| man’s one, and five to one to die of 


tuberculosis, He has only one-half the 
white man’s chance to live at all, and 
the colored baby has only one-third as 
good a chance as a white baby to live 
through infancy. So the state reg- 
istrar of Ohio’s vital statistics says. 
The figures are not supposed to repre 
sent race prejudice altogether. 

The white man is more immune to 


, 


the germ of tuberculosis because the 
Negro didn’t meet with it pntil he left | 
the African jungles about 300 years | 


ago. Then the Negro is more social 
than the white man, therefore is more 
likely to be involved in quarre!s and | 
disputes. But the race on the whole io 
increasing, not dying out.

GOLD SHIPMENTS 
TO U. S. SHAKE 
LONDON MARKET. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service. ] 
LONDON, Oct. 11 Bullion move- 
ments, amounting to $7,500,000 in gold, 
which the Bank of Engiand is sending 


to the United States, caused a flurry | 


of anxiety on the market Tuesday 

after the bank rate already had been 

lowered. It was at first feared that 
the shipment of so much gold to New 

York might necessitate shoving up the 

London rate again, which would mean ' 

a slump in a large part of the new . 
business boom felt since the rate’ 
dropped from 4% to 4 per cent.
